ORDER

2. In the G. O. read as sixth paper above, the Government have 
ordered that the Diploma in Agricultural Science awarded by the Kerala 
Agricultural University be recogn sed as a qualification for appointment to the 
most of Agricultural Demonstrators Grade II in the Agriculture Department. 

3. According to the orders issued in the G.O. read as first paper 
above as subsequently amended , 10 % of the vacancies in the category of 
Junior Agricultural Officers are to be filled up by promotion of Agriculural 
„ G. 93 . 
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Demonstrators Grade 1 and 10 % of the vacancies are to be filled up by 
transfer and appointment of Village Extension Officers Grade I who possess 
the following qualifications: 
(1) (a ) A degree in Agriculture of a recognised University ; and 
(b ) Service for a minimum period of two years as Agricnltural 
Demonstrator Grade I or Village Extension Officer Grade I.

THE CENTRAL EXCISES AND SALT AND ADDITIONAL DUTIES 
OF EXCISE (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1979 

(No. 12 OF 1979) 
Promulgated by the President in the Thirtieth Year 

of the Republic of India . 
An Ordinance further to amend the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944, and the 

Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Importance) Act , 1957. 


WHEREAS a Bill further to amend the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944, and the Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Importance ) 
Act, 1957, was pending in the House of the People; 

AND WHEREAS the House of the People has been dissolved and the 
Council of States is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action to give effect to the provisions of the Bill ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) of 
Article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance 

1 “ Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may be called 
the Central Excises and Salt and Additional Duties of Excise (Amendment) 
Ordinance , 1979 . 

( 2) It shall come into force at once ,

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2 . Amendment of section 2. - In the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944

(i) " cloth " , cotton cloth " and " cotton fabrics" subjected to 
any process,

( iii) " rayon or artificial silk fabrics " and " man-made fabrics" 

subjecied to any process, 
under any such Central Act shall be deemed to be , and shall be 
deemed al vays to have been, as validly levied, assessed or collected 
as if the provisions of this section had been in force on and from the 
appointed day; 

(b ) ro suit or other proceeding shall be maintained or con inued 
in any court for the refund of, and no enforcement shall be made 
by any court of any decree or order directing the refuud of, any such 
duties of excise which have been collected and whih would ha e 
bcen validly collected if the provisions of this section had been in 
force on and from the appointed day ; 

(c ) refunds shall be made of all such duties of excise which have 
beea collected but which would not have been so collected if the 
provisions of this section had been in force on and from the appointed 


day; and 


(d ) recoveries shall be made of all such duties of excise which 
have not been collected or, as the case may be . which have been 
refunded but which would have been collected or , as the case may 
be, would not have been relunded if the provisioas of this section 
had been in force on and from the appointed day , 
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(3 ) For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that no act or 
omission on the part of any person shall be punishable as an offer ce 
which would not have been so punishable if tbis section had not come into 
force. 

Explanation . In this section 
(a ) appointed day" , in relation to 

(i) cotton fabrics,means the 1st day of January , 194 ); 

( ii ) man -made fabrics,means the 28 h day of February, 
1954 ; and 

(iii ) woollen fabrics, means the 1st day of March , 1955 ; 

(b ) “ Central Act" includes any provision , in a Bill introduced 
in the House of the People, in respect of which a declaration was made 
under section 3 of the Provisional Collection of Taxes Act, 1931 
( 16 of 1931) ; 

(c) " duties of excise " means duties of excise levied under any 
Central Act whether as such or as additional duties of excise or 
auxiliary duties of excise or special duties of excise or by any other

G.S R. 696 ( E )/Es . Com /Sugar - In exercise of the powers con erred 
by section 3 of the Essential C mm dities Act, 1955 ( 10 of 1955 ), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following Order, namely: 

1. Short title , extent and commencemerl.- ( 1) This order may be called 
the Levy Sugar Supply (Control) Order, 1979 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

( 3) It shall come into fo ce at oice. 
2. Powers to issu d rections to supply levy sugar.- (1) The Central 
Government may, fron time to time by order, issue directions to any 
producer or re ognised dealer to supply levy sugar of such type or grade and 
in such quantities, – 

(a ) to such persons or organisations, in such areas or markets ; or 

( b ) to such State Governments as may be specific d in the order 
and at a price not exceeding the price determined under subsection ( 3c ) of 
section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, i955 , 

G. 66 
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Explanation :- " Levy" sugar means the sugar requisitioned by the Central 

Government under clause (1) of subsection ( 2 ) of section 

3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 . 
(2 ) The Central Government may be notified Order direct that the 
power to issue any direction under sub -clause (1 ), shall be exerı isable also by 
any or more of the following officers in the Directorate of sugar, Ministry 
of Agriculture and Irrigation, Department of Food , New Delhi:

ORDINANCE 
further to amend the Kerala University Act, 1974 . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of Kerala 
is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that circumstances 
exist which render it necessary for her to take immediate action ; 

NOW , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) 
of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of Kerala is pleased 
to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1). This Ordinance may be called the 
Kerala University (Amendment) Ordinance, 1980 . 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Act 17 of 1974 to be temporarily amended.--During the period of 
operation of this Ordinance , the Kerala University Act, 1974 (17 of 1974 ) 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), shall have effect subject to the 
mendment specified in section 3. 

3 . Amendment of section 22. - In sub-section (1 ) of section 22 of the 
rincipalAct, after the second proviso , the following proviso shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" Provided also that a member other than an ex-officio member shall, 
notwithstanding the expiration of his term , continue to hold office until 
his successor is elected :" .
